LONDON, April 13.— Home rule for 
Ireland was discussed at tonight's 
session of the House of Commons, 
The government was well repre- 
sented. Premier Balfour was greeted 
with ironical opposition cheers when he 
eutered. .Mr. Tuff (Conservative) call- 
ed the attention of the House to speeches 
by certain members of the opposition on 
Home Utile for Ireland, and moved that 
"in view of conflicting statements by 
various lenders on the subject of home 
rule the House deems it expedient Tor 
the member for Stirling burgh (Sir Hen- 
ry Gampbell-Rannermnn) to explicitly 
declare whether it is the intention to rec- 
ommend to the electors of the United 
Kingdom the policy of establishing a 
parliament in Ireland." .Sir Walter 
Pltimmer (Conservative) seconded the 
motion. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman caus- 
tically congratulated Mr. Balfour on his 
presence in the House tonight when tin 
abstract motion was up involving "a 
question which would not come before 
parliament." The speaker declined to 
give a direct reply to the motion. He 
said it was not necessary to relate the 
record of the Liberal party, which for 
twenty years had labored unceasingly to 
secure good government for Ireland. He. 
said the principle underlying these 
efforts was that self-government should 
he created. Ho would endeavor to bring 
this to a successful issue. 

Wouid Advocate Armed Revolt 
John E. Redmond declared that Ire- 
land demanded home rule as a right. If 
there were the smallest reasonable 
chance of .success he would not hesitate 
to advise his countrymen to end the pres- 
ent situation by an armed revolt, but 
they desired to terminate the ancient 
quarrel upon terms satisfactory and hon- 
orable to "both nations. He thanked Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman for his 
declaration, but said the radical party 
would find this question an urgent and 
insistent one, which would knock loudly 
at the door of the next parliament. 

Premier Balffrar spoke briefly, alluding 
ironically to the dissensions among the 
opposition leaders upon their Irish pol- 
icy and declaring that if the Liberals re- 
turned a large majority at the next elec- 
tions Irishmen might whistle, but if they 
emerged with a small majority they 
would certainly in heaven's name de- 
mand justice to Ireland. 

It being now midnight, Mr. Tuff in- 
voked "closure," which the Speaker re- . 
fused to apply and the debate was ad- 
journed. 

NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 

St. John's, Nfld., April 12.— In the 
colonial legislature tonight. Premier 
Horn! intimated that the government in- 
tends adding to the bill excluding Ameri- 
can fishermen from British waters an 
additional clause providing for the sus- 
pension of the act by a decision of the 
government nnd council at any time. 

This statement is taken to mean that 
the government has information which 
indicates the prospect of some arrange- 
meat being reached in tbo United States I 
Senate with reference to the Bond-Hay 1 
treatv, which will enable the government 
tn deal with the fishing situation as ne- 
cessity arises.

IN DEATH NOT DIVIDED. 

Strange Tragedy of the Gulf of Georgia 
— Survivor Is Rescued. 

Drifting about on the Gulf of Georgia 
Saturday was an overturned llshlng 
boat. 

There would be no story in the inci- 
dent were it not that a man was cling- i 
lag to the bottom of the craft. 

This man was an Indian and lie was 
delivered from his perilous situation by | 
the steamer Otter, which came across j 
the castaway about fifteen miles from 
Plumper 1'ass. 

It was not even Ibis fact which made 
the occurrence notable to the Otter's 
crew. Overturned boats are not an al- 
together unusual sight, and sailors are 
not Infrequently rescuers In similar 
cases. 

But In this experience there was an 
odd feature. As the Indian was being 
lifted from his treacherous saddle, be 
pointed downward anil said : ".My 
brother is underneath. He died yester- 
day- 
Sure enough the corpse of another In- 
dian was found beneath the boat. 

The rescued man and the body of his 
brother were landed at Mayne Island in 
Plumper Pass. 

It seems that the two Indians had 
started out from Cowlchan Gap, antl 
their boat was overturned in a squall. 
As the crn'.t lay low In the water it 
was not distinguishable from any great 
distance, and this may account for the 
fact, as told by the rescued man, that 
he had been drifting about, sitting on 
its bottom, for days. 

His brother, he said, died from ex- 
posure and weakness on Friday, the day 
before, his body being apparently fast- 
ened In some way to the boat's gear 
by the survivor to prevent It drifting 
away. 

When picked up the man was in an 
exhausted condition.

Two weeks ago the iirudenti.il 
committee adopted the report of a sub- 
committee recommending the acceptance 
of the money, but in view of the strong 
in ot est made by the congregational cler- 
gy, final action was deferred until yes- 
terday, when a supplementary report 
was made by the sub-eommitLce. This 
report together with that of two weeks 
ago was adopted. The supplementary 
report which was made public today 
takes up the objections of the protest- 
ants ami asserts that they are not suffi- 
cient to prevent the, board from accept- 
ing the money. 



SETTLEMENT REACHED. 

Litigation Over Judgments in Celebrat- 
ed Mining Case Ends, 

Nelson, April 12.— S. R. Taylor, K. C, 
of this city, has effected, an amicable 
settlement of the long pending litigation 
between the War Eagle-Centre Star 
mines of Rossland and the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, including the Ross- 
land Miners' Union.

U. S. AMBASSADOR TO RUSSIA. 

Mr. Meyer Receives Cordial Welcome 
From Emperor Nicholas. 

St. Petersburg, April 12.— Ambassa- 
dor Meyer today presented his letters of 
credence to Emperor Nicholas at Tsar- 
koe-Selo. In diplomatic circles the great- 
est interest is manifested at the first in- 
terview between the Emperor ami the 
new ambassador owing to the wide- 
spread belief that President Roosevelt 
Inn already allowed the intimation to be 
conveyed to both belligerents that he 
stands ready, upon their mutual request, 
to undertake the promotion of pence.

The 
plan proposed is the formation of na- 
tional associations of the various pro- 
fessional elfisses, each of which shall 
elect delegates to a central bureau which 
is io direct and co-ordinate reform ef- 
forts. 

The deliberations of the lawyers which 
were carried to a conclusion iu direct 
disregard of police orders resulted in the 
organization of the national legal asso- 
ciation and the election of a central bur- 
eau of thirteen which is empowered to 
select legal representatives for a propos- 
ed central committee to draft plans for 
organization. 

The leaders of the movement declare 
that their plans contemplate the elimin- 
ation of absolutism and the establish- 
ment of participation by the government 
in the direction of affairs and especially 
in certain matters, as the budget and 
taxation. 

Disregard Police Orders 

The delegates met in private bouses, 
assembling before tho arrival of the po- 
lice and disregarding 'orders to cease 
their sessions. At yesterday's session,

LEADERS GETTING TOGETHER- • 

Chamberlain Said to Bo Getting in Line 
With Balfour's Ideas. 

London, April 13.— Yesterday's Liber- 
al-Unionist meeting and Joseph Cham- 
berlain's speech are considered to have 
done much to bring Mr. Chamberlain 
closer in line with Balfourian fiscal 
ideas. The House of Lords ou Tues- 
day had laid down tho cabinet policy 
that a colonial conference to decide the 
preferential tariff question could only be 
held after the general elections, and that 
the decisions of such a conference must 
bo sanctioned by a second appeal to the 
country which would relegate the actual 
application of Mr. Chamberlain's prefer- 
ential scheme, even if it should be ap- 
proved by the country to the distant fu- 
ture. The fact that Mr. Chamberlain 
endorsed Lord Lahsdowne's foreign pol- 
icy while the meeting subsequently 
adopted a resolution affirming adherence 
to Mr. Balfour's preferential tariff pro- 
positions, which excludes tho duties rip- 
plied for purely protective purposes, Is- 
held to indicate that Mr. Chamberlain 
recognizes the imperative necessity of 
going slow and that hi3 meeting today 
will arrive at a satisfactory solution of 
the poin'A of difference with Mr. Bal- 
four. There is already much tal'j^itf 
Mr. Chamberlain's unselfishness and de- 
votion to his party as showi» by this ef- 
fort to provide a basis of compromise be- 
tween the divergent sections of the Un- 
ionists. 

NAN PATTERSON'S CASE. 

Affecting Scene Between Two Sisters 
at tho Tombs. 

New York, April 12.— J. Morgan 
Smith and Julia Smith, his wife, who 
have been indicted together with Nan 
Patterson on a charge of conspiracy to 
obtain money from Caesar Young, the 
bookmaker, in connection with whose 
death the Patterson girl is also under 
indictment and Is about to be tried a 
third time, arrived here and were lock- 
ed up. Assistant District Attorney Band 
said: "No agreement or stipulation was 
made as to their prosecution on any 
other charge than that contained In the 
indictment of extradition." 

He Intimated that the Smiths would 
be called as witnesses in the Patter- 
son ense. 

There was an affecting scene when, 
Nan Patterson and her sister met In 
the Tombs prison. When last they saw 
each other they occupied apartments 
together In an uptown hotel. 

Today both were prisoners. Miss 
Patterson had gained the consent of 
the warden to see Mrs. Smith as soon 
as she was brought to the prison. They 
were left alone standing with their 
arms around each others shoulders, 
I weeping bitterly. As the attorneys and 
| officials stood outside the door, J. Ran- 
dolph Patterson, the aged father of tho 
prisoners, joined the group. He pleaded 
with the warden not to separate tho 
girls. "If you can grant an old father's 
wish," said he, "keep the girls as near 
together as you can while they are In- 
carcerated." Warden Flynn said he 
would do all he could for him, and ar- 
ranged to have tho prisoners on tho 
same tier in the women's prison. 

Later In the day Judge Foster reduc- 
ed the bail for the Smiths to $3,000 
each. 

A trunk, said to contain the corre- 
spondence, seized from tho Smiths at 
Philadelphia, was received at the dis- 
trict attorney's office today. An exam- 
ination of the contents of the trunk was 
at once begun. 

Not Positive About Smith 

Hyman Stern, the pawnbroker who 
sold the revolver with which Caesar 
Young was killed, was In the court of 
general sessions when J. Morgan Smith 
nnd hlfi wife were arraigned on the 
charge of conspiracy. It was alleged 
at the trial of Nan Patterson that Stem 
sold the revolver to Smith, whom It Wna 
expected Stern would Identify. 

Before going- Into court Stern Hald he 
was doubtful If he could posltvoly 
identify Smith. He said he saw ho 
many people in his business It was Im- 
possible to remember them all. After 
he had seen Smith, Stern today said: 
."What I said before about not know- . 
lng positively goes." 

The Smiths did not plead to tho 
charge, the case having been put over 
until Friday at the request of counsel.

Finally the question was referred to 
a special committee, consisting of 
Trustees Lewis, Mrs. Jenkins and Hug- 
gett. 

Mr. Barnacle and A. B. McNeill re- 
signed their positions on the teaching 
staff, the latter to take effect on May 



At a protracted session of the school 
board yesterday evening an unusually 
large amount of Interesting business 
was transacted. A. B. McNeil, of the 
teaching staff of the South Park 
school, tendered his resignation., to 
take effect on May 1, when he will 
take a position In the employ of the 
federal government. J. C. Barnacle 
also resigned from the teaching staff; 
and Dr. Bolton took leave of the board, 
taking up his residence In Vancou- 
ver necessitating this action. In each 
case the resignations were accepted 
with expressions of regret. 

The members of the board who 
investigated the charges preferred 
against Mr. Binns, teacher of the man- 
ual training department, submitted a 
verbal report exonerating Mr. Binns, 
and a resdlurtlon to this effect was 
passed by the board. 

A long discussion ensued on a let- 
ter being read from S. W. Edwards, in 
which It was alleged that a member of 
the cadet corps had handled his rilie 
very carelessly during the recent pa- 
rade at Beacon Hill, resulting in the 
Injury of Mr. Edwards' son. Finally 
the matter was left in the hands of 
Principal Paul of the High school for 
investigation. 

Another matter of special interest 
dealt with was the question of a 
periodical inspection of the schools by 
the medical health oflicer, a committee 
being appointed to prepare a report, 
with recommendations. , 

There were present Chairman Boggs 
and Trustees Mrs. Jenkins, Jay, 
Mowat, Lewis, Huggett and Dr. Bol- 
ton. 

A difficulty arose on the motion to 
adopt the minutes of the last regular 
meeting. Members of the board con- 
tended that the secretary was Instruct- 
ed to report on a communication from 
Miss Williams complaining of the con- 
duct of two girl pupils. The minutes, 
not recording the exact Intent of the 
board, the secretary was asked to ex- 
plain.

WANT MORE ORt 



Slocan Feifrng to Produce Ton 
nace Which Had Been 
Estimated. 



/ A despatch to the Spokane Spokes- 
mun-Heview from Moyie says: 'J.'lio 
. smelters at Nelson aud Trail are com- 
plaiuiu;; bitterly of the small amount of 
ore which they are receiving from the 
silver-lead mines. The Nelson smelter 
is threatening to close down, and .since 
Feb. 25 only one of its two lead stacks 
has been used. At Trail only one of the 
three stacks is in use. The trouble has 
arisen from the Slocau miners over-es- 
timating their probable output when it 
■was agreed to let the St. Eugene ship 
abroad. 

The St. Eugene lias two large foreign 
contracts to till— one with Germany and 
one with Belgium. These contracts will 
expire July 1, and at the same time the 
bounty on exported lead shall cease. 
Manager James Cronin was asked yes- 
terday as to what the policy of the com- 
pany would be after the bounty had ceas- 
ed on exported lead, lie intimated that 
in all probability the company would 
get another contract with the foreign 
smelters and continue to ship the. greater 
portion of the ore abroad. He says the 
prices paid there without the bounty is 
almost as good as that paid by the local 
.smelters with the bounty added. He did 
not think the local smelters should com- 
plain of the St. Eugene shipping abroad, 
as it is giving them as much ore as it 
agreed to give. The trouble at the Nel- 
son and Trail smelters was due to the 
mines in the Slocau not being able to j 
furnish their share. S. O. Buchanan, ! 
the government distributor, says that the 
St. Eugene will draw about three-fourths 
of tho lead bounty for the month of; 
March. Its share will amount to near 
ly $25,000.

VICTIMS OF THE POPPY. 


Opium Smoker and Cocaine Fiend 
Jailed for Six Months. 

Charges Johnson, a vagrant dealt with 
in the police court yesterday, portrayed 
u phase of a degraded' life seldom seen 
here. He is a cocaine liend and opium- 
smoker. Sallow, emaciated, a nervous 
wreck, he mumbled a statement disclos- 
ing his manner of life. 

Some weeks ago he came here from 
Colorado with a woman, once pretty, 
now marked sadly by the ravages of the 
drug he taught her to use. She had 
been summoned as a vagrant the pre- 
vious day, and/on promising to leave the 
city was permitted to do. so. Johnson 
was also given a chance, but he remain- 
ed; 

Once a working barber, he became ad- 
dicted to drugs aud opium. Then a 
modification of work became sufficient; 
then lie descended lower — as far us a 
man can go. He taught the woman who 
accompanied him to smoke opium. To- 
gether they went to dens in Chinatown, 
they injected cocaine into their systems, 
and both became nervous wrecks. 

Johnson mumbled that he felt he was 
going crazy. He admit ted smoking 
opium and using cocaine. He said: 

"1 don't want to stay around here; let 
me go and I'll get out of this place. I've 
been going crazy." 

"Do you smoke opium V" asked the. 
chief. 

"Yes," he replied,, "and 1 use cocaine, 
which is ten times worse." 

The magistrate sentenced him to four 
mouths' imprisonment. 

A neighbor's quarrel wus ventilated by 
the police magistrate yesterday. One 
man found papers scattered on his lawn 
and blamed his neighbor's boys. He told 
them he would "warm their pants for 
them," in fact so much that they would

something very strong.

The weakening or tnc roreigu mar- 
ket was regarded with relief, and a iower 
discount rate in London and an advance 
in the sterling rate at Paris also eased the 
situation, which began to threaten a with- 
drawal of gold from New York. Rut It is 
realized that a decisive battle between the 
opposing fleets might affect foreign money 
markets to an extent which would precipi- 
tate a demand upon American money re- 
serves. 

Notwithstanding the discussion of the 
Northern Securities situation, Union Pa- 
cific was linn to strong all day. The only 
prlnclpal points of strength were in the In- 
dustrial list. The weakness of New York 
Central was a strong contrary influence, 
and Illinois Central also suffered from free 
realizing on yesterday's wide advance.

A NEW CURRENCY PROPOSED. 

i In a recent issue of the Arena is. dis- 
cussed at considerable length a proposed 
bill drawn up for "presentation to the 
Canadian Government by J. .T. Martin, I 
of Victoria, B. U. It provides for the j 
acquisition of all railroads, steamboats 
and telegraphs by the Dominion and in 
connection therewith "provides a cur- 
rency whose volume, issuance and meth- 
od (it redemption can be scientifically ad- 
justed." It is to l)e auxiliary only, and 
is not intended to do away with the pres- 
ent gold currency and paper money bas- 
ed th. 'rem, hut rather that Lliey shall be 
based on the new currency. The idea 
is that the Government shall pay for la- 
in)]- and supplies, expenses of manage- 
ment, material for construction, etc., etc!, 
in connection with public works or un- 
dertakings of any kind in such currency; 
and that all services in the way of 
transportation shall be paid in the same, 
according to a specified rate of distance 
or weight and measurement— something 
according to the present postal system, 
only that there is a relation to distance 
jiot observed in the latter. The provisions 
of the bill are printed in full, and are, 
to say the least, highly ingenious. The 
object of the measure us proposed is ob- 
viously to do away with private owner- 
ship in railways and discrimination in 
rates. Needless to say, there is not the 
slightest chance-in the world of the Gov- 
ernment considering it. 



THE DEMANDS FOR SUBSIDIES. 

, Premier Gouin, successor to Mr. Par- 
ent in Quebec, is a good Liberal, but his 
sentiments on the question of increased 
subventions to the Provinces might be 
inistaken for those or the Conservative 
Premier McBride. At a meeting in Mon- 
treal, just prior to his election after tak- 
ing office, he discussed the financial posi- 
tion and needs of his Province, but while 
.showing a small surplus he claimed it 
was absolutely necessary to increase the 
revenues in order to meet the urgent 
wants of the Province. Increased tax- 
ation was out of the question. After de- 
fining his policy in a general way, he 
came to the important question of Fed- 
era! subsidies. lie said this question 
was not a new one, yet it was one of 
justice and equity. It was one, he claim- 
ed, that had been agitating public opin- 
ion in the Province of Quebec for a quar- 
ter of a century while it had been dis- 
cussed in the sister provinces before the 
conference of 1SS7. "Up to the present 
time." Mr. Gouin said, "the Federal Gov- 
ernment has not consented to amend the 
constitution on this subject. But has it 
not tacitly recognized the injustice of the 
financial division of 1807 in according 
to the new provinces, upon entering Con- 
federation, more advantageous conditions 
than those given to the old ones':" 

Continuing, he said that, the fathers 
of i be Confederation bad certainly erred 
touching the financial basis of the sev- 
eral provinces, lie cited for instance 
the fact of $70,000 having been consider- 
ed by the fathers of Confederation as 
.sufficient to meet the expense of govern- 
ment and of legislation, when as a mat- 
ter of fact $215,000 was spent under 
these two heads, the first year of the 
new regime. 

"Today." he added, "we spend more 
than hall' a million for government and 
legislation and our employees are crying 
out on all sides for increase of salary." 

Premier Gouin added: "We have con- 
fidence that the Federal ministers will 
recognize the soundness of provincial 
claims and that they will take into ac- 
count the very considerable sacrifices 
that we have imposed and are still im- 
posing" upon ourselves in order to im- 
prove' agriculture to stimulate trade, and 
to enlarge the agricultural domain .if 
this Province. If the resolutions which 
were adopted by the provincial repre- 
ss latives at the las' conference were ac- 
cepted by the Government at Ottawa the 
subsidy to the Province of Quebeiyvould 
be increased in round numbers by $000.- 
0(10. We do not claim this increase is 
'Federal subsidy as an act of charity, but 
as a debt of justice, the payment of 
which will permit us to meet the wants 

of the Province.'' 



not give to "iifa Colonies a rate cheaper 
than exists in the United Kingdom itself. 

His figures showed n possible loss of 
£3,000,000 by the reduction of' postage; on 
magazines and newspapers. This sum 
was greater than the nuances of the 
country could bear,. Sir Gilbert Parker, 
ill n letter to the London Times, deals 
with the Postmaster-General's reply, lu 
which ho states that the anomalies o£ 
inland postage are absurd. He points 
out that a magazine, like the Nineteenth 
Century and the Fortnightly, which 
weighs less than a pound, is charged let- 
ter postage, or 4d. each, and a paper 
like the quarterly double number of t'.ie 
Queen, Gentlewoman, etc., which some- 
times weigh '2Yj pounds, goes through the 
post for i/ed. In his opinion the loss re- 
ferred to comes from the gross inequali- 
ties of the charges. To level up the 
rates would enable the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to take a more favorable view of 
the case. He, however, points out that 
the postage rate to Canada on newspa- 
pers alone is double that of newspaper 
rates in England, and the reduction of 
3 /£d. on an ordinary newspaper to Can- 
ada could he made without disturbing the 
present system. 

Not only is the question of educating 
sentiment in Canada involved, but the 
American newspapers are filled with ad- 
vertisements of American goods of all 
kinds ami thus lead to a trade that might 
come to Great Britain. 

Most Canadians will agree with Sir 
Gilbert in the position he takes and will 
trust to see the British postage so re- 
duced as to at least place the Old Coun- 
try literature on a par with that of the 
United States. It seems to us it will he 
good business for British trade to do 
this even if some temporary loss in pos- 
tal revenue were sustained. 



ENGLISH POSTAGE. 

For some time an effort has been made 
to induce the British Government to re- 
duce the rate of postage on news- 
papers and magazines coming 
into Canada to a rate equi- 
valent to that charged by the United 
States. At the present lime the Ameri- 
can newspapers and magazines come in- 
to Canada at one-eighth the cost of Bri- 
tish magazines ami newspapers I hereby 
securing a preference which prnctically 
gives the former the control of the mar- 
ket. 

Those who desire to see the relations 
'between Canada and Groat Britain 
strengthened apprehend some danger as 
to the continued influence of American 
literature being so freely placed before 
lho Canadian public. Recently a depu- 
tation o' twenty members of Parliament 
on both sides of politics wailed upon the 
Imperial I'ost mast er-( lencrn l asking the 
serious consideration of the subject. 
There are some practical difficulties iii 
the way which, al first sight, might no 
occur lo those unfamiliar with the actual 
.stale of affairs. The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral pointed out to the delegation that it 
•was not possible to reduce the rules to 
■Cnisada unless he reduced the rates of 
inland postage on magazines in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom; in other words, ho could 



THE TAX ON COMMERCIAL TRAV- 
ELERS. 

The Canadian Grocer of recent date 
reflects in its editorial columns the hos- 
tility which has been aroused in Eastern 
Canada in wholesale centres against the 
action of the British Columbia Legisla- 
ture in imposing a tax of $100 per an- 
num on commercial travelers doing busi- 
ness in this Province. The Grocer a 
fey weeks ago condemned this action on 
the ground that British Columbia had no 
right to discriminate against Eastern 
Canadian bouses, and that the national 
in'erests of Canada required a perfectly 
free intercourse of trade between the 
various provinces, and it reminds its- 
readers again "that the successful work- 
ing out of the scheme of Confederation 
postulates unrestricted and unhampered 
trade and intercourse between the peo 
pie of the different provinces, and that 
anyth'ng that does not conserve this enc 
cannot be viewed as other than a bar- 
rier in the way of our commercial de- 
velopment as a nation." It regards the 
tax as a short-sighted policy and con- 
trary to the spirit of Confederation. 

Manufacturers and wholesalers in the 
East whose interests are affected by this, 
bill have sent deputations of commercial 
travelers, from various centres, to Ot- 
tawa to interview the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce. 

They claim that the imposition of tin 
$100 tax is a violation of the- British 
North America Act and a restriction up- 
on trade and have asked the Dominion 
Government to veto a measure that can- 
not do other than injustice to the whole- 
sale manufacturing and mercantile inter- 
ests throughout the Dominion. It was 
pointed out by these gentlemen that, 
roughly estimated, the imposition of this 
tax will mean an annual outlay to the 
merchants of Toronto alone of over !?14,- 
000. 

The question of the constitutionality 
of Ibis tax is one which can easily be 
decided by reference to the courts, but 
we hardly think the .Minister of .Justice 
will take the responsibility .of advising 
the disallowance of an act which ap- 
peared, to the British Columbia Legisla- 
ture at least, to be clearly within its 
rights. In fact, there is not much doubt 
about it. 

Natural)', the Eastern wholesaler and 
commercial man will oppose anything 
thai increases the expense of doing busi- 
ness in this Province or elsewhere, but 
there ar a Other considerations involved, 
it. is very well to talk of tin; free inter- 
change of products throughout the Dom- 
inion and the uudesirability of imposing 
restrictions upon' trade. Il is forgotten, 
however, thai, by reason of the position 
thai British Columbia occupies in Con- 
federation, the benefits of interprovincial 
trade are wholly one-sided. While Bri- 
tish Columbia pays 8 per cent, of the 
price of Confederation it gets in return 
1 per cent, of its trade benefits. 

Let us consider how the matter of the 
tax works out in connection with our 
own commercial interests. One of the 
serious complaints of the lute Assess- 
ment Act by the commercial community 
was that while the local merchant anil 
manufacturer were taxed upon their 
stocks as personal property by the Pro- 
vincial Government and at the same 
time weie made to pay heavily to the 
municipalities for their realty, the com- 
mercial traveler from the 10a st could 
come in with his samples, sell in com- 
petition and enjoy ail the benefits of tic 
local market without contributing a cent 
to Provincial or municipal treasuries. 
We need not go into an exhaustive com- 
parison between the conditions here and 
in the Fast and consider the handicaps 
imposed upon our trade and industry oi 
this Province by these conditions, wliR-i,

$20,000 a year for a trade which is 
worth many millions of dollars, as a 
business transaction, we do not think 
they have any grievance. Would they 
not willingly pay a much larger sum lo 
reach any oilier market winch offered 
the same advantages that British Colum- 
bia does?

If culled upon tor de- 
fence against a powerful combination, we 
must depend upon volunteers who, for the 
most part could not hit a haystack with 
a rifle, and would be as sheep to be 
slaughtered. If military training and par- 
ticularly the efficient use of the military/ 
rifle he made part of the curriculum of 
every schoolboy, we shall have solved the 
difficulty of providing a sufficient raj'u-vo 
force for an emergency. The nation 
whose sons, every one of them, physically 
lit, can use a military rifle efficiently, Is 
the one least likely to receive provocation 
for war. Schoolboys will take great in- 
terest in such training, as 1 know from 
experience. There are thousands of our 
young men spending all their time in friv- 
olous pursuits, who would gain greatly In 
self-respect if they would render them- 
selves lit to render efficient service to their 
country when called upon. We are sick of 
the mawkish sentimentalists and i.lttle 
Englanders who are in opposition to every 
wise measure brought forward for the good 
of the Empire.

Mr. C. Hungerford Pollen was seen by 
a Colonist reporter at the Driard hotel 
yesterday, having just arrived by way of 
Seattle. In response to a request for 
news respecting railway matters, Mr. 
Pollen said: 

"The action of t ho government in clos- 
ing the session without carrying out any 
measure of assistance towards building 
the Kootenay Central Rui'wny will 
cause a great deal of disappointment 
throughout Fast Kootenay. Along the 
entire length of the route, which tra- 
verses Golden, Windermere und Fort 
Steel mining divisions, timber, mineral 
and coal properties are being held in ex- 
pectation of early transportation being 
afforded. All in the district have been 
straining their resources to hold on to 
their properties, in spite of the high tax- 
ation now in force; with a diminishing 
prospect of getting their properties on it 
producing basis, a great deal of retrench- 
ment will have to take place. The com- 
pany has, like the rest, patiently held 
on to its mining and other properties, on 
Which many thousands of dollars have 
been spent in the last few years. The 
company cannot be blamed for not com- 
mencing construction, nor can the plea 
that it was unwilling or unable to do so 
be put forward as the reason for the fail- 
ure of legislation being put through tins 
session. The most distinct guarantees 
for immediate and continuous construc- 
tion were offered both at this session and 
at the last without avail. The subsidy 
originally granted the Kootenay Central 
Co. was allowed to lapse in 1002 by the 
former holders of the charter. The pres- 
ent company took up the charter on the 
condition that the subsidy was renewed 
by the provincial government. The gov- 
ernment of the day, in reply, gave writ- 
ten assurances that this would be done, 
and these assurances have been verbally 
renewed ever since. At the close of 
last year's session, and again during the 
recess, while touring the district, the 
Premier made the most encouraging 
statements from the company's point of 
view, and the company felt justified in 
expending several thousand dollars more 
than was obligatory under its charter in 
surveys, which have just been completed, 
between Elko and Golden, so as to be ill 
readiness for immediate construction. 

"At an early date in the session, when 
the prospect of railway legislation began 
to look gloomy, I urged that the Domin- 
ion government, in conjunction with 
such companies as have Dominion char- 
ters and subsidies likely to be jeopardiz- 
ed, for a general measure granting ex- 
tensions to all such companies until the 
province could decide upon a railway 
policy. This suggestion was unheeded, 
and this company — and, I suppose oth- 
ers — may be compelled to commence con- 
struction without proper justification or 
security for its finances. Naturally, only 
such work us i« compulsorj under the 
charter will bo done by us. 

"The difficulties in the way of com- 
panies wishing to operate in British Co- 
lumbia at present are so great that one 
cannot be surprised at the lack of capita! 
coming from Europe — that is, if what 
bus occurred to us is at all characteris- 
tic. 

"With regard to the interests of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway in the Koo- 
tenay Central, a conditional arrange- 
ment, made to regulate traffic, gives the 
Canadian Pacific the opportunity to as- 
sist in the construction under certain con- 
ditions. This arrangement was not of 
a nature to require tho consent of the 
I. iettt. -Governor, nor did it secure tho 
building of the railway. It was not un- 
derstood that the C. P. R. would make 
proposals regarding the building over 
that route to the provincial government, 
ns they are reported to have done in con- 
nection witli some general scheme. In 
such a case, (his company offered to 
withdraw nil its demands, provided n 
■satisfactory guarantee .to construct the 
line was given by the C. P. R. either to 
lliw company or the government, but 
theil proposals were rejected. Whether 
they were more favorable than those of- 
fi red by us 1 greatly doubt . 

"With regard to the extra taxation 
required to meet our subsidy, 1 should 
say British Columbia is like a man with 
u large farm, who hesitates to go to the 
-xpense of a plongii to till the soil. The 
Tssistance we arc asking is the $5,000 in 
three per cent, stock, which was former- 
[y granted to the company, and. except 
r'or a technicality, is still legally due lo 
it. What with the expenditure of from 
three to four million dollars required to 
build the road, the contribution from the 
province would be more than met by the 
increased revenue from timber, mineral 
and coal. The timber reserves are large 
anil the mines low grade; neither can be 
profitable without a railway. 

"Everyone grudges tho high taxation 
at present, when ther? is no prospect of 
either working their properties or of 
selling thorn. With a larger population, 
and when tho country is productive, an 
infinitely larger revenue could be drawn 
without' it being felt."

NOW PERMISSIBLE 



Owners of Timber Leases. Jubl 
lant Over Repeal of Section 
42 of Land Act. 



•By repealing section i'2 of the Laud 
Act, the provincial government 1ms just 
increased by $1,500,000 the value of the 
timber leaseholds on this const, 
.suys the Vancouver Province. The 
added worth of the leasehold^ is brought 
about by the fact that since section 42 
of the act has been repealed there is no 
prohibition of export applying to lease- 
holds. There are probably tiOO.OUO 
acres of leaseholds on this coast from 
which it is now possible to export lugs. 

An examination of the state in which 
the Land Act now is has also revealed 
the fact that since Dee 12, 5903, it has 
been possible for the owners of timber 
held under pulp leases to have exported 
their logs. The nulpnieu have not been 
aware of the fact. 

"The legislature is much to he congra- 
tulated on what it litis done," said a 
prominent timber man in referring to 
the repeal of section 42 of the act. "It 
has added more to the saleable value of 
the timber leaseholds than perhaps it 
could have done in any other way. 

"We timbermen are well satisfied, 1 
can tell you. Do 1 think the government 
did not know what it was doing when it 
repealed the section'.' Well, that is a 
hard Question to answer. It is hardly 
to be supposed that an august, delibera- 
tive body such as the British Columbia 
legislature would do anything without 
knowing what the result would be. In 
any event, the section cannot be replaced 
now for another year." 

The amendment which released lim- 
ber on pulp lands from the prohibition 
df export repealed sub-section 5 of sec- 
lion 41 nf the Lund Act. Clause "D 
of sub-section 5 prohibited export of tim- 
ber from pulp leaseholds. Perhaps now 
the pulpmen may sell some of their lim 
her. 

The only prohibition to export now 
applicable in British Columbia is that 
which deals by order in council with tim- 
ber cut under special licenses.

Between 1812, when lie was- born in 
poverty at Mile End Terrace, and 1870, 
when lie died in opulence at Gadshiil, In 
Kent, Charles Dickens, us boy, youth 
and man, resided in numerous houses, 
urban and suburban, whose varying as- 
pects may be taken as typical of the 
varying grades of social and commercial 
status which he mounted, Most of 
them nre still extant. Seventeen are 
represented in photogravure in Mr. Kit- 
ton's volume. 

The difference between Dickens and 
Thackeray as regards their sense of 
locality is fairly well put by Lewis Mel- 
ville in "The Thackeray Country." He 
points out that Thackeray did not set 
himself to describe places. Man, and 
not scenery, was his main interest. 
Scenes nre not so important in his case 
us with Dickens. Many of the hitter's 
characters could exist only in certain 
localities, and as the neighborhood 
changes, so the characters become ex- 
tinct. Most of Thackeray's creations, 
on the other hand, are cosmopolitan. 
Bocky Sharp lived in Ciirzon street; she 
might us well have lived in Kensington 
or Paris or Budapest. "My Lord 
Stcyne might have been a Russian or n 
Spaniard instead of an Ehurlish noble- 
man, mid not a line would have hud to 
■be added. It is his aim to crente 'at- 
mosphere' rather than to describe local- 
ity." 

Although Thackeray was rarely at 
pains to be exact in his books in the 
matter of localities, his daughter, Mrs. 
P.Hohio, has told us that, walking with 
her, he would point out the very houses 
in which his characters lived. Here lie 
imagined Arthur Pendennis flirted with 
'Blanche Atnory, then' he pictured the 
residence of Col. Neweombe, a third 
place was t<> him the hotel where Amelia 
stayed, and so on. 

The house which Col. Neweombe rent- 




described the incident in responding to 
the toast of "Literature." 

"Had it not been," ho said, with 
humorous self-dispraise, "had it not been 
for the direct net of my friend who has 
just sat down, I should most likely never 
have been included in the toast which 
you have been pleased to driuk, and 1 
should have tried to be not a writer, but 
u painter or designer of pictures. Thai 
was the object of my early ambitions, 
nnd I can remember when Mr. Dickens 
was n very young man nnd had com- 
menced delighting the world with some 
charming humorous works of which I 
cannot in cut ion the mime, but which 
were colored light green, and were col- 
ored once a month, that this young man 
wanted an artist to illustrate his writ- 



ings, and I recollect walking up to hla 
chambers in Furnlval's Inn with two> 
or three drawings In my bacd, which, 
strange to say, ho did not find suitable."

"Thackeray and Dickens, Dickens and 
Thackeray, the two names now almost 
necessarily go together," said a critic in 
the North British Review for 1851 — the 
year of "Arthur Pendeunis" nnd of 
"David Copperfield." those two greatest 
of the autobiographies of fiction. 

"Ami." continues Ihe sumo critic, "as 
the public has learned thus to think of 
them together, so also it has learned to 
set off the merits - ( the one against the 
merits of the oilier, and to throw us 
much light into the criticism of each us 
can he derived from the trick of con- 
trast." 

This association of names is once 
more exemplified in two new hooks just 
issued Ivy the Maeuiillnn Company. 
These are "The Dickens Country,' by 
the late F. G. ICittou, and "The Thack- 
eray Country," by Lewis Melville. 
Both of these gentlemen have shown 
themselves tu he passionate hut con 
additions students of the men they 
have taken for their subjects. Possibly 
no one has a more thorough and com- 
prehensive knowledge of the ana and 
I'ossip concwrning their respective au- 
thors. 

Mr. Kitten's task has been flic easier 
one. Among all Knglisli writers of tie- 
tion. none ever embodied in his stories 
so much of his experiences of life and 
knowledge of places us Charles Dickens. 

And ill is was so from the very begin- 
ning. The pile. His episodes ill llis Child- 
hood and early boyhood yielded nbund- 



ed on his return from India is still 
standing in Pitzroy Square. Once a 
centre of fashion, later an artistic and 
Bohemian centre, the square is a faded 
nd depressing place today. Col. New- 
come's house is still the vast aud melan- 
choly structure described by Thackeray. 
Its conservatory is still cracked, its bath- 
room still dilapidated, it still preserves 
relics of the time when it was a ladies' 
school in an upprosperous condition.

Queen City Returns From Van- 
couver Island Coast— Carflo 
Ship Chartered. 



Mlowera Arrives With Australian 
Cricketers — Ping Suey 
Arrives. 



Steamer Queen City reached port yes- 
terday moruiug from Quatshio and way 
ports ou the vaucouver Island coast. 
Capt. Townaeud reported that the wreck- 
age reported found on the Island coast 
was not such as would iudicatc that a 
recent wreck had occurred. During the 
past few days Indians coming from the 
Island coast in canoes have told of var- 
ious finds of more or less alarming na- 
ture, and much apprehension was felt 
lest any of the schooner fleet had met 
with accident. The Indians told of brok- 
en canoes, spears and a topmast being 
found, also a house, presumably a gal- 
ley. Capt. Townseud says the canoes 
nud spears aro in all probability those 
■wawhed from the schooner Eva Marie, 
which was at Quatshio four days ago. 
Thy topmast and house arc probably old 
wreckage, or washed from some derelict 
lost to the south. The trend of current 
ou the coast brings wreckage from south 
of the latitude of San Francisco to the 
Vancouver Island coast 

Several of the sealing fleet were re- 
ported by the Queen City. The Libbie 
and Jessie had been in to Ahousaht with- 
in the past few days, with all well. The 
Libbie, of which Capt. Heater is in com- 
mand, had 130 skins, and the Jessie had 
t)0 skins. The schooner Eva Marie of 
Oapt. Jacobscu, which put into Quatsino 
-with 33 skins, had on board a boat be- 
longing to the Japanese sealer Kiusu 
Maru. This boat had been lost from 
the schooner as a result of a gale which 
prevented .sealers regaining their vessel. 
There were three Japanese hunters in 



the boat, all of whom bad suffered sev- 
ere privations. 

There was a fair complement of passen- 
gers on the Queen City, Including Messrs. 
Stockam and Dawley of Clayoquot, and 
their wives; C. D. Newton of San Juan, 
Philip Nordstrum of Quatsino, and sev- 
eral others. Philip Nordetrum was one 
of the discoverers of the cave found be- 
tween Quatsino Sound and San Joseph Bay 
in Raft Cove, In which there were forty 
sketetons. Nordstrum says that many of 
the skulls were severed from the whitened 
bones found in the cave. The Indians of 
the vicinity say that In the early days 
many burials took place In caves, particu- 
larly after tribal fights. On those occas- 
ions the heads were severed from the 
bodies of foemcn found nftcr a fight, and 
this may account for the fact that many 
skulls were found severed In the cave dis- 
covered by Nordstrum and bis companion. 

WOULD AFFECT TRADE. 

Russian Victory Would Have Demoral- 
izing Effect on Coast Shipping. 

Shipping men and exporters doing 
business with the Orient ou the Pacific 
Coast are watching the uaval situation 
with keen interest, for a Russian vic- 
tory would demoralize shipping between 
the Pacific Coast and Oriental poiu'ts. 
For the last week insurance rates have 
been slightly advancing because o£ the 
situation. On Saturday one-teuth of one 
per cent, was quoted, and on Monday 
one-half of one per cent, was paid. Hen- 
ry C. Ewing, of the marine underwriting 
firm of Calhoun, Ewing & Co. of Seat- 
tle, said that while, he did not regard it 
as probable that the Russian fleet would 
be victorious, such an event would prac- 
tically put a stop to all business with 
the Orient from this coast, other than at 
"xorbitant insurance rates, in the event 
of such a victory Bo owner of a steam 
craft would send her on a voyage to the 
Orient unless fully protected against loss 
by some insurance company, and the 
rate for this war risk would be so high 
as to preclude chauce of profit from the 
voyage at anywhere near the prevailing 
rate for freights. 



'LONGSHOREMEN'S STRIKE. 

Happenings in the Labor Embroglio on 
the Sound. 

The Tacoma wharves are now qlosed 
Willi high board feud's and patrols of spe- 
cial officers on guard to prevent clashes 
between strikers and non-union men taking 
their places. The stevedores have elghty 
men at work, and say they can handle 
their pressing business without embar- 
rassment. The strikers maintain a line of 
plcekts along the waterfront. They are 
working on the steamer Luxor. The 
steamer Sehome has been sent to Tacoma 
to be used as a hoarding house for the 
non-union men, ns McCabe and Hamilton 
found difficulty In gettlug hotels and 
boarding houses to lodge and tccJL them. 

MIOWERA ARRIVES. 

Will Roach Ocean Docks This Morning 
With Australian Crickoters. 

Steamer Mlowera of the Canadian-Aus- 
tralian line passed Cape Flattery last night 
and will dock at the ocean docks this 
morning. The bteamer has a large num- 
ber of passengers on board and a good car- 
go. Among those on board the stammer are 
the crack cricketers of Australia, com- 
posing the All-Australia team, which Is 
to play a series of matches with the All; 
'England team. This Is the first time that 
the Australian cricketers have Journeyed 
to England via Canada; they usually go by 
the steamers which run to England by 
way of Sues.

The beam from this searchlight will light 
up Mount Ilalnlor Iiki miles from Mount 
Hood and Monnl Adams, and will be seen 
on :i clear night by vessels 120 miles olT the 
eonst. To place the searchlight on Mount 
Hood requires 11 good deal of engineering 
Bklll niid labor. It will eosl aboul $30,000. 
A short tower of Iron and wood, the upper 
pnrl of the searchlight, and the base for 
the apparatus and operators will be built 
011 the Kimiinlt. The transmission line Is 
to he built down the north side of the 
mini 11 tn in to Cooper's Spur, and from there 
to :i polnl In the neighborhood of Cloud 
U:i|) Inn. where a temporary generating 
plain will he Installed. The difficult part 
of the undertaking will be the delivery of 
the necessary material and apparatus. It 
Is proposed to overcome UiIh by using a 
Ktecl hoisting pablo with sleds, and nil of 
the material can bo delivered on the sum- 
mit by this means, as the side or the 
mountain toward Cloud Gap Inn Is favor- 
able to this mode of transportation. Part 
of the transmission line will have to bo 
carried over glaciers, where special con- 
struction will bo 11 ssnry. Iron poles,

A flat: surface 011 the summit 
of ihe mountain has been selected aa the 
nlaep for the tower.
